contractile bullet from a 12 bore gun in ins left shoulder 
Though in gieat pain from this very senous wound the Sub 
Inspector quietly and calmly continued to direct his men 
until all the foui dacoits had been liquidated 

Sub Inspectox Chaudhary showed initiative and leadership 
ot a high order and set an example of great personal bravery

On 25th November, 1948 No 9120157 Lance Naik Gian 
Singh was in the foremost Section of a column which 
having already captured a nearby lidge was advancing on 
a hill feature in Poonch The enemy had retreated to a 
new position and was firing heavily from it with automatic 
weapons Advance towards the enemy position lay over a 
_nairovv ridge with a deep fall on either aide and there was 
onEencmy Light Machine Gun which covered this route 
Foi the column to move foiward it was imperative that this 
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Gun should be put out of action Lance Naik Gian Singh 
’who was the bren gunner of the forward Section* with com- 
plete disregard for his personal safety, jumped foiward and 
took a position right in front of tne enemy Gun despite 
the shower of bullets, and, with lighting speed he opened 
fire soon silencing the enemy This spontaneous act of 
great courage enabled the column to pierce the enemy's 
defences Lance Naik Gian Singh displayed gallantry of a 
high order in this action 

No. 85*Pres,/57,— The President is pleased to award the 
Police Medical for gallantly to the undermentioned officer of 
the Uttar Pradesh Police —

the swift current The river was in spate due to heavy rain 
Constable Pandey unhesitatingly swam out to the drowning 
men and with considerable difficulty rescued one of them 
In the meantime the other man had been swept farther down 
but Constable Pandey quickly entered the river again and

Constable Pandey showed coinage of a high order in risk 
mg his life to rescue these two persons from a turbulent liver
